Charles Tupper, the High Commissioner for 
Canada, has also given Important evidence. 
He assured the committee that the Canadian 
Government had notitied the High Commis. 
sioner that they desire to strengthen the 
rules regarding the shipment of cattle 
wherever possible, especially respecting 
ventilation and the fitting up of cattleships. 
He also stated that everything would be 
done to prevent ill-treatment, and if abuses 
were found to exist they would be remedied 
as soon as practicable.” 


The Imperial Government ia, according to 
recent despatches, determined to heavily 
subsidize steamship lines between Canada 
and Australia and England and Halifax, in 
eonnection with the Canadian Pacitic Kail- 
way. For some years these projects have 
been before the Governments of tireat bin- 
tain and Canada which have hitherto failed 
to secure the service they wanted at the 
price they are willing to pay. The Imperial 
trovernment has at times given evidence of 
indifference in regard tothe retention of 
Canada within the Empire, bat we beleve 
thoroughly that in this it never represented 
the views of the Tinglish people. The 
Marquis of Lorne, the Duke of Sutherland, 
the Barl of Aberdeen, Baron Brassey, Mr. | 
Baden-Powell and others are assisting in the 
present project. The new route, it is 
claimed, would effect a saving in time of 
thirty hours between oo and Chicago 
as compared with the New York route; 
eleven days after leaving London the pas 
senger could bein Vancouver. Ita competi 
tion with the San Francisco route would be 
‘important, as it would be @) miles shorter 
frofm Evrope. Ite advantages also, in the 
event of war, should not be forgotten. The 
route would practically enable ‘British ships 
to control the Pacific.
